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4200 NOBLES GREET IMPERIAL POTENTATE ARVOLD 
RECORD CLASS OF 431 CANDIDATES CROSS HOT SANDS 


TEE attendance at the Big Fall Cere- 
monial held November 28th at Me- 
chanics Building broke all attendance 
records for many years when over 4,200 
Shriners came to enjoy an outstanding 
Ceremonial as planned and conducted by 
Illustrious Potentate Willard P. Lombard, 
his officers and committees. 

Another record of 23 years standing was 
also broken at this Ceremonial when 448 
candidates filed petitions for membership 
in the Temple. Four hundred thirty-one 
of the petitioners appeared for initiation, 
making the largest class of initiates in 
Aleppo Temple'since August, 1921. The 
total number of candidates initiated in 
Aleppo Temple for, the present year 
amounts to 971, which is the largest num- 
ber of candidates received in Aleppo in one 
year since 1923 when the yearly total was 
1,010. 

The afternoon ritualistic work which 
followed a business meeting and election of 
candidates was given in Paul Revere Hall 
to a capacity audience of candidates and 
Nobles. 

Due to the illness of Noble Wilfred Mills, 
who portrays the part of Potentate in the 
ritualistie work, Noble Gerald Zedren gave 
a noble performance when he took over 
that part of the work. Noble Mills would 
have been very proud to see his ritualistic 
team in action at this Ceremonial. 

At the business meeting previous to the 
ritual work Potentate Elford H. Morison 
of Kora Temple; Potentate Frank L. 
Phillips of Pyramid; Potentate Richards 
M. Libby of Sphinx; Chief Rabban William 
H. Hinman of Kora and Recorder Edward 
A. Miller of Zembo Temple, President of 
the National Recorder’s Association, who 
were present at this meeting, were elected 
to Honorary Membership. 

A request for a release of jurisdiction 
having been made by Palestine Temple of 
Providence over three petitioners living in 
the jurisdiction of Aleppo Temple, the 
same were granted. 

At the evening meeting Potentate 
Lombard spoke very fittingly of that grand 
old Shriner, Past Potentate and Recorder 
Emeritus, Walter W. Morrison, in whose 
honor this Ceremonial was being held. 
Due to illness, Walter was‘not able to ap- 
pear at the Ceremonial, however, Poten- 
tate Lombard’s tribute to him was ac- 
cepted by the thousands of Nobles present 
by great cheers and applause. The Po- 


tentate said that in Noble Morrison’s 12 
years as Illustrious Potentate of Aleppo 
Temple he had set up the enviable record 
of initiating 12,345 Shriners in addition to 
the many outstanding events he produced 
for the edification of the Nobles of Aleppo 
during his reign of office from December, 
1914 to January, 1926. He further stated 
that Noble Morrison, who has been a 
member of Aleppo for 50 years is one of the 
best known Shriners in North America, 
having attended nearly 30 Imperial Council 
Sessions in which time he lead the Officers 
and Uniformed Units of Aleppo in Shrine 
parades in all parts of the country. 

Following Potentate Lombard’s remarks 
the Aleppo Patrol formed on the floor of 
Grand Hall and sang the old familiar 
Potentate’s song written by Noble Chick 
Story in honor of Walter. 

At this Ceremonial the Illustrious Poten- 
tate introduced the Imperial Potentate of 
the Shrine of North America, Illustrious 
Noble Alfred C. Arvold who was paying 
Aleppo Temple a fraternal visit. Illustrious 
Noble Arvold addressed the Nobility in his 
usual and outstanding eloquent manner. 
He told of his visits to the many Shrine 
Temples throughout North America where 
he found that Shrinedom was moving for- 
ward and that the gain in membership, na- 
tionally, during the year would be a most 
pleasing one. He also spoke very feelingly 
of the work being carried on for unfortu- 
nate crippled children through the Shrin- 
ers’ Hospitals and thanked the Nobility of 
Aleppo Temple for the part they have 
played in boosting their $60.00 member- 
ships in the Shrine Hospital Permanent 
Endowment Fund, 100% this year.

Many distinguished Masons who are 
Nobles of Aleppo Temple were present at 
this meeting to greet the Imperial Poten- 
tate and his suite, among whom were Il- 
lustrious Melvin M. Johnson, Sovereign 
Grand Inspector General of the Supreme 
Council of the United States of America 
and Most WorshipfulClaude L. Allen, 
Past Grand Master of Masons in Massa~ 
chusetts. ae

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the edification of the Shriners and guests 
present and to the exasperation of the 
Novices who provided the piece de ré- 
sistance. The Degree Staff boys did an 
exceptional job on their floor work and pro- 
vided a grand evening of entertainment.

NOBLE LEE WITNEY 
RECEIVES CITATION 


ORD has just been received that Lt.- 

Col. Leelan E. Witney, Noble of 
Aleppo and former manager of the Hotel 
Kenmore in Boston, was recently deco- 
rated with the Bronze Star Medal for 
meritorious service in connection with the 
invasion of Europe. 

Colonel Witney, popularly known by 
thousands of Aleppo Nobles as “Lee,” and 
who was known around Boston among the 
hotel operators as a human dynamo, has 
evidently been going places and doing 
things for the U. S. Army in the office of 
the General Purchasing Agent at Head- 
quarters, European Theatre of Operations, 
according to the citation which reads as 
follows: 


“CITATION FOR BRONZE STAR 
MEDAL” 


“Lieutenant Colonel Leelan E. Witney 
(Army Serial No. 0285798), United States 
Army, for meritorious service in connec- 
tion with military operations as Chief, 
Labor Branch, Office of the General Pur- 
chasing Agent, Headquarters European 
Theater of Operations, from 1 April 1944 
to 30 August 1944. Lieutenant Colonel 
Witney was charged with the coordination 
of labor procurement for the United States 
Army in England. When it became im- 
possible to obtain additional labor in Eng- 
land, thereby endangering the preparations 
for impending cross-channel operations, 
Lieutenant Colonel Witney, through his 
initiative, perseverance and zeal, con- 
ceived and carried through the idea of re- 
cruiting approximately 3,000 laborers from 
Northern Ireland. This task was per- 
formed efficiently and expeditiously, to the 
satisfaction of all concerned, and in addi- 
tion enabling the release of an equal num- 
ber of soldiers for other duties. All this 
was accomplished though there were pre- 
liminary difficulties, such as proper wage 
rates and the provision of adequate living 
and messing accommodations. The ener- 
getic and effective efforts of Lieutenant 
Colonel Witney in overcoming these many 
obstacles, and successfully completing his 
most difficult assignment, reflect great 
credit upon himself and the armed forces of 
the United States. Entered military serv- 
ice from Massachusetts.” 

Aleppo salutes you, Colonel Witney, and 
your many Boston friends await your re- 
turn that they may congratulate you in 
person. 


HOSPITAL ENDOWMENT FUND 
INCREASED 100% THIS YEAR 


"THE $60.00 Permanent Fund Subserip- 
tions to the Shriners’ Hospitals for 
Crippled Children have increased in leaps 
and bounds this year and over 60,000 have 
been sold nationally. Aleppo Temple, 
which is one of the top ranking Temples in 
this work, has added to this grand total 
materially through a 100% increase from 
319 members as of January 1, 1944 to 636 
members December Ist of this year. Few 
Temples of the Order in North America 
can boast of a 100% increase for the cur- 
rent year.

One of the outstanding memberships in 
the Hospital Endowment Fund purchased 
through Aleppo Temple was that of Don- 
ald Parker, Jr., of Waltham, who is now 
serving in the armed forces of our country 
and who was a former patient at our 
Shrine Hospital in Springfield. 

These memberships, which may be de- 
ducted from the Federal Income Tax, serve 
as a permanent memorial in the name of 


‘the purchaser, in view of the fact that each 


year the income from the membership is 
presented to the hospital board in the 
name of the subscriber.
